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MAYBE RECOGNITION ISN’T NEEDED. 
The sub ject of Russian recognition is not 
mentioned in this country q uite as often as it 
was a few years ago. And recent news advices 
make one wonder if the q uestion is not, after all, 
a relatively unimportant one. 
There is a great deal to b e said, pro and con, 
ab out the b road q uestion of Russian propaganda, 
deb t repudiation, etc. 
Meanwhile, two salient 
facts are emerging. 
One is that Russia is des­ 
perately in need of precisely the kind of goods 
that America has for sale; the other is that b oth 
Russians and Americans, realizing this, are b e­ 
ginning to do b usiness on a b ig scale. 
The 
other day a b ig American 
steamship 
company signed an agreement with the Russian 
government 
to estab lish a regular 
steamship 
service b etween New York and Russian Black 
Sea ports, with sailings at each end of the line 
twice a month. 


At the same time, the Russian government 
announced the purchase from a Cleveland con­ 
cern of more than TOO tractors. This coming on 
the heels of the announcement that Ford is to 
estab lish a large factory in Russia, is interesting; 
the more so in view of the fact that the Russians 
have also contracted with an Akron rub b er com­ 
pany to construct a new tire factory at the city 
of Yarovslavi. 
Nor is that all. The Russians have signed 
“technical assistance” contracts with 25 b ig 
American firms. American experts will help the 
soviet executives estab lish factories, will initiate 
them into the mysteries of mass producton, will 
show them how to transplant American prosper­ 
ity in communistic soil. 


The net effect of all cf this is b ound to b e 
great. 
It goes without saying that a Commun­ 
ism to which has b een grafted modern American 
industrialism will not b e the sort of Communism 
that Russia introduced us to just after the war. 
Something new is in the process of b eing b orn in 
Russia — and America is helping. 


All of which, we repeat, makes the q uestion 
of political recognition seem relatively unim ­ 
portant. 
The two nations are working together 
for their mutual b enefit; does it m atter whether 
their 
governments officially “recognize” one 
another? 


OCEAN AIR LINES. 
Commercial transoceanic flying seems to b e 
a good deal nearer reality than had b een sup­ 
posed. 
The Goodyear Zeppelin corporation at 
Akron, now b uilding two enormous dirigib les for 
the navy, is planning to b uild several more for 
commercial use, and an official is now in Hawaii 
discussing the estab lishment of a Los Angeles- 
Honolulu passenger and mail service. 


The company is also said to b e in touch with 
New York financiers regarding a line from New 
York to Europe. Definite announcement of actual 
plans, it is reported, can-b e expected in the near 
future. 


It is interesting to note that the success of 
the Graf Zeppelin’s spectacular flight is largely 
responsib le for this. 
It has convinced the capi­ 
talists that ocean dirigib le service is safe and 
practical, 
and doub tless, it has convinced the 
genq ral pub lic as well. Here is one aviation ex­ 
ploit, at least;, of which the utility has b een 
made q uite evident.

MAYBE RECOGNITION ISN'T NEEDED. 
The subject of Russian recognition is not 


mentioned in" this country quite as often as it 
was a few Tears ago. And recent news advices 
make one wonder if the question is not, after all, 
a relatively unimportant one. 
^ 


There is a great deal to be said, pro and con, 


about the broad question of Russian propaganda, 
debt repudiation, etc. Meanwhile, 'two salient 
facts are emerging. One is that Russia is des- 
perately in need of precisely the kind of goods 
that America has for sale; the other is that both 
Russians and Americans, realizing this, are be- 
ginning to do business on a big scale. 


The other day a big American steamship 


company signed an agreementjwith the Russian 
government to establish a regular 
steamship 


service between New York and Russian Black 
Sea ports, with sailings at each end of the line 
twice a month. 


At the same time, the Russian government 


announced the purchase from a Cleveland con- 
cern of more than TOO tractors. This coming on 
the heels of the announcement that Ford is to 
establish a large'factory in Russia, is interesting; 
W more so in view of the fact that the Russians 
have also contracted with an Akron rubber com- 
pany to construct a new tire factory at the city 
of Yarovslavi. 


Nor is that all. The Russians -haye signed 


"technical assistance" contracts with 25 big 
American firms. American experts will help the 
soviet executives establish factories, will initiate 
them into the mysteries of mass producton, will 
show them how to transplant American prosper- 
ity in communistic soil. 


The net effect of all of this is bound-to be 


great. 
It goes without saying that a Commun- 


ism to which has been grafted modern American 
industrialism will not be the sort of Communism 
that Russia introduced us to just after the war. 
Something new'is in the process of being born in 
Russia — and America is helping. 


All of which, we repeat, makes the question 


of political recognition seem relatively unim- 
portant. . The two nations are working together 
for their mutual benefit; does it matter whether 
their 
governments officially "recognize" 'one 


another? 


OCEAN AIR LINES. 


Commercial transoceanic flying seems to be 


a good deal nearer reality than had been sup- 
posed. 
The Goodyear Zeppelin corporation at 


Akron, now building two enormous dirigibles for 
the navy, is planning to build several more for 
commercial use, and an official is now in Hawaii 
discussing the establishment of a Los Angeles- 
Honolulu passenger and mail service. 


' The company is also said to be in touch with 


New York financiers regarding a line from New 
York to Europe. Definite announcement of actual 
plans, it is reported, can-be expected in the near 
future. 


It is interesting to note that the success of^ 


the Graf Zeppelin's spectacular flight is largely 
responsible for this. It -has convinced the capi- 
talists that ocean dirigible service is safe and 
practical, and doubtless, it has 'convinced the 
geiiejal public as well. Here is one aviation ex- 
ploit, at least, of which the, utility has been 
made quite evident.
